Each of the registered run¬ 
ners will receive a T-shirt 
printed with the race em¬ 
blem. 

“Buttons with the emblem 
will also be sold by some of 
the city’s merchants to help 
finance the race,” adds 
Parker. “We anticipate a full 
field on race day,” he con¬ 
tinues. “We’re already re¬ 
ceiving a good many requests 
for race information.” 

Entry forms may be ob¬ 
tained at the City Hall and 
must be returned no later 
than May 18 to receive the 
advance registration dis¬ 
count of $2. Entries received 
after the May 18 deadline 
will have to pay the full 
entry fee of $8. 

With the increase in the 
number of runners over the 
past few years the race pre- 
parators have also noticed an 
increase in attention given to 
the Sierra Madre race. 

Although not unique as a 
“mountain race” the 
local event is noteworthy in 
several ways. Its history dates 


back to the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. The race was originated 
in 1908 by Charles J. Fox, a 
resident of the city, and pub¬ 
lisher of the “Police Ga¬ 
zette,” a predecessor of the 
“Sierra Madre News.” 

Fox offered a gold medal 
to any athlete who could win 
the race three times. To date 
no runner has made claim to 
that distinction. 

The early race was con¬ 
siderably longer than the cur¬ 
rent event as the runners 
were expected to make the as¬ 
cent all the way to the top 
of Mt. Wilson, more than 14 
miles. 

The first winner of the 
event was Joseph B. King. 
He was a member of the 
Irish-American Club of San 
Francisco, and completed the 
course in one hour and 25 
minutes. The present race us¬ 
ually is run in 50 minutes, 
plus. 

Preparations for this year’s 
race have been underway for 
several months.

Reversai of 
Decision 
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There will be no change in 
the zoning of South Baldwin 
Avenue. 

This was assured Tuesday 
night by the Sierra Madre 
City Council when it refused 
to follow the recommenda¬ 
tions of the city’s Planning 
Commission to “down- 
zone” a portion of that street 
form R-3 (allowing apart¬ 
ments and condominums) to 
R-1 (which would restrict the 
future of the area to single 
family residences). 

In rejecting the Planning 
Commission proposals, the 


majority of the council ap¬ 
peared to place major em¬ 
phasis on the financial im¬ 
pact the change in zoning 
would have on the property 
owners. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai, 
noting that several property 
owners had appeared before 
the council over the past 
several weeks stating they 
had acquired their parcels for 
development purposes, 
claimed it would be “Ethi¬ 
cally and morally wrong” to

And we felt sorry for those left behind as the 
bus pulled away on Its four-hour trek around 
Sierra Madre. 

In this Centennial Year we are reminded 
every week of the exciting history that sur¬ 
rounds us, but to see the 100-yaar-old houses, 
and to walk through historic Richardson House 
and Lizzie’s Trail Inn—It’s goosebump time.

It’s easy, he says, as he 
enumerates the steps of 
his summertime, out-of¬ 
school hobby.

Brother Edward Stop¬ 
per, teacher at La Salle 
High School, is probably 
the only person in the 
world who has perfected 
a particular stained glass 
window technique.

He’s 
probably done “at least 
75 of these for friends 
and relatives.” 

He found that making 
a frame of asbestos like a 
sandwich with the design 
between the two halves 
worked well. He says he 
simply pours hot lead 
into the mold, clamping 
the “sandwich” together 
long enough for the stain¬ 
ed glass design to set. 
As soon as enough time 
has gone by for all cre¬ 
vices to be filled, he dis¬ 
assembles the mold and 
cleans up the finished 
product. 

He had a difficult time 
designing a mold that 
wouldn’t leak, he says. 

Then a trip to Europe 
started more creative 
glass ideas rumbling 
around in his head, fight¬ 
ing to get out. He suc¬ 
cumbed to making more 
miniatures and slowly 
perfected the idea he uses 
today. 


place and after an hour 
the design is set. Steel 
wool removes the re¬ 
maining rubber cement 
which he had originally 
used to glue down the 
design. 

Brother ^ward has 
placed protective quar¬ 
ter-inch plexiglass over 
the stained glass win¬ 
dows. With each square 
foot taking a day of 
labor it’s no wonder he 
feels the need to protect 
his creation. 

“In terms of the whole 
chapel, ” he says, “the 
guide (of the design) 
seemed to be an ambi¬ 
ance of worship because 
it’s simple.” 

And he didn’t stop 
with the giant windows. 
With wrought iron, 
metal and glass he has 
created a 62-panel, three- 
dimensional backdrop 
for the front of the 
chapel using unber, am¬ 
ber and gold-colored 
glass. The back lights 
playing against the glass 
and metal form a rec-' 
tangle imagery that any 
artist would envy. 

Then he completed the 
theme by creating match¬ 


ing chandeliers and tall, 
handsome, functional 
floor candelabra. 

“Along with those we 
haven’t lost the color 
and beauty,” he ex¬ 
plains, referring to the 
heavy candelabra. 

Brother Edward cre¬ 
dits Bill Sullivan for the 
use of his welding equip¬ 
ment. Without Sullivan’s 
help, it would have been 
impossible for the artist 
to complete bis work. 

Can a stained glass ar¬ 
tist really envision how 
the finished product will 
look? 

“Until the light shines 
through, you don’t know 
what you’ve done,” he 
grins, shaking his head. 

Brother Edward Stop¬ 
per English teacher and 
artist. But there’s one 
more dimension to the 
Catholic teacher at La 
Salle. He’s also a musi¬ 
cian, playing both har¬ 
monica and mandolin. 
He admits that he brings 
the harmonica to school 
occasionally for “tune 
day,” when he plays the 
students’ favorite songs. 
He’s also been a mem¬ 
ber of a small dance 
band th&t plays for some 
of the Catholic func¬ 
tions. 

Brother Edward chose 
to attend a Junior Novi¬ 
tiate at Mont La Salle 
during high school since 
he kneiv then that he 
wanted to spend his life 
in religious studies. But 
there was one thing hold¬ 
ing him back—he didn’t 
like to preach. 

When he discovered 
the Christian Brothers 
Order he knew he could 
exchange preaching for 
teaching, and that’s what 
he’s been doing since 
1947. 

Now all we have to do 
is discover the missing in¬ 
gredient in his recipe for 
making stained glass the 
way Brother Edward 
does it. 

Maybe the clue will 
show up on “tune day” 
or in one of his original 
poems.

Continued from pogo 1 
change the zoning to a classi¬ 
fication (R-1) that would pre¬ 
vent the building of apart¬ 
ments and condominiums in 
the area. 

Two more property owners 
app>eared at Tuesday night’s 
meeting to protest the pro¬ 
posed zoning changes. Rick 
Connor, stating he owned 
139 South Baldwin, ques¬ 
tioned the valuation figures 
of the Planning Commission. 
Dr. John Watter of 80 South 
Baldwin stated the present 
South Baldwin zoning (R-3) 
is in harmony with other 
zoning within Sierra Madre. 

The motion to retain the 
present zoning in the effec¬ 
ted area, notwithstanding the 
recommendations of the 
Planning Commission, was 
offered by Councilman Char¬ 
les Corp. The motion carried, 
4 to 1, with only Councilman 
Thomas Edwards voting to 
uphold the actions of the 
commission. 

Earlier in the evening, at 
the joint study session of the 
city’s Planning Commission 
and city council, council 
members heard Commission 
Chairman William Rabe ex¬ 
plain why he and other Plan¬ 
ning Commission members 
had voted to downzone part 
■of South Baldwin from R-3 
to R-1. 

He said that more R-3 zon¬ 
ing in the city was necessary 
and that R-3 development 
should be adjacent to down¬ 
town. The commissioners be¬ 
lieved there would be no loss 
of property values in the 
area.

gram which would allow the 
firemen to use the following 
procedures: defibrillation, 
infusion, anti-shock trou¬ 
sers, drawing of blood, etc.

Maurer said that should 
they succeed in implement¬ 
ing the procedure it would 
probably be two years before 
it could be in full force 
because of the many levels of 
services that must be dealt 
with. He added that it might 
be necessary for the firemen 
to request approximately 
$17,0(X) for additional equip¬ 
ment. 

Council members unani¬ 
mously agreed that the pro¬ 
gram should be imple¬ 
mented. 

Action the Council took 
earlier in the month drew the 
ire of Charlie Compton. 

Referring to the Adult Busi¬ 
ness Ordinance passed by the 
council April 14, Compton 
said “The expansion of adult 
business is the expansion of 
garbage. I feel very hos -1 
tile toward the ordinance.”! 

Councilman Carlyle Grif-' 
fin told Compton the ordi¬ 
nance was passed to regulate 
adult businesses—not to al¬ 
low them to go rampant. 

And Mayor Elaine Rudolph 
continued, “We are against 
this type of activity which is 
why the ordinance was 
passed.” 

The public hearing on the 
Weed Abatement drew the 
comments of only one citi¬ 
zen. And she only wanted to 
know why they “wait so long 
to do something about the 
weeds.” 

Hilda Gibson said the ac¬ 
tion comes too late to stop 
the weeds from multiplying 
into even larger crops next 
time. This brought the re¬ 
sponse from City Adminis¬ 
trator James McRea that if 
the weeds are mowed too 
early, they will come back 
and constitute a fire hazard 
in the fall. 

Work on the new building 
at the city yards should get 
under way in the near fu¬ 
ture. The council authorized 
McRea to execute the neces- 
- sary plans to accomplish the 
construction of the project. 

The council also desig¬ 
nated Councilman Griffin as 
building superintendent for 
the project. When asked why 
he would consider such a 
position without compensa¬ 
tion, the councilman stated 
he thought he should contri¬ 
bute his skills and expertise 
in an effort to save the city 
that expense. 

Another project, new air- 
conditioning for the city 
library, was continued to al¬ 
low the city administrator 
additional time to develop 
more specific specifications 
for the cooling system.
